Fourteen years ago Hoover's world 
career as humanitarian and adminis- 
trator began: He became grand al- 
moner to strickem kingdoms.

DEFENSE OF

Nimrods of New Mexico 
Tell of Being Attacked by 
Bears Shot Out of Season— 


SANTA FE (N. M.) Feb. 11. ()— 
The law of self-preservation has been 
pleaded successfully by several hunt- 
ers recently who have killed bears out 
of season in violation of the new 
game laws.

While at- 
tempting to rescue them, he was 
pursued by the bear, which he shot 
and killed. There was no prosecu- 
tion.

Be French King 


Pretender Declares He Has 
Established Right 


Meets Reporters in Villa to 
Tell of Origin 


PARIS, Feb. 11. (Exclusive)—A 
blind septuagenarian sits in a sim- 
ple villa at Versailles, decorated with 
engfavings of a sickly child in a 
prison cell, and declares that he has 
finally established his right to the 
French throne. | 

He dictates letters to courts of ew 


which he signs: “Louis, Prince of 
Bourbon, grandson of Louis XVII, last 
legitimate King of France.” He wel- 
comes the reporters, smokes cig- 
arettes with them, tells them all 
about his alleged royal origin and 
calls attention to the fact that he 
has “the simplicity of my ancestors.” 

The engravings on the wall are 
those of the unfortunate Dauphin, 
son Of Louis XVI and Marie Antoin- 
ette. Revolutionary records main- 
tained that he died in the Temple; 
prison in Paris in 1795, two years 
after his parents were ed. 
But there is also a historic claim 
that the young royal prisoner, who 
was. heir to the throne, was spirited 
out of prison and taken to Holland 
where as Carl Naundorff, a clockmaker, 
he lived a sad life of protest with- 
out -gaining many adherents for his 
claims to royal blood. 


RECOGNIZED 

The English ahd Dutch govern- 
ments gave him a certain measure 
of recognition, probably with the idea 
of annoyi Napolegn III, and some 
distinguished men defended his claim 
in France. The present pretender, 
who spends most of his time walk- 
ing through. Versailles castle, is a 
grandson of Naundorff. It is a 
pathetic sight to see this blind old 
man,. like King Lear, haunting the 
home of his “ancestors.” 

The Naundorff’ case. which has 
echoed in many a law court in France 
during thepast sixty years, has come 
‘Up again because of a quarrel over 
another of the royal castles of France. 
With the nineteen brothers and sis- 
ters of the house of Bourbon-Parma 
claiming the magnificent Chateau of 
Chambord on the Loire “Prince Louis 


of Bourbon” has intervened in the 
controversy by sending a letter to 
the Orleans Court of Appeal, in which 
he states that none of this family is 
entitied to possession of the chateau.

“There is not the slightest doubt 
but that I am the rightful claimant 
to the throne today. I have my birth 
certificate from Holland, as well as 
that of my father, showing that we 
are the direct descendents of Naun- 
dorff, whom the Dutch government 
recognized as Louls XVII. My grand- 
father was buried as Louis XVII, too. 

“I have spent my life searching for 
new proofs, and I have finally found 
ones that any court in the world 
would accept.” 

The “Prince” explained that these 
proofs are letters written by leading 
royal personages of ths time, which 
were recently found in the German 
and Austrian state archives, and 
which declare openly that Naundorff 
was really Louls XVII. 


CITES MANNERS

RABBITS IN 
KANSAS CUT 
DOWN CROPS 


Farmer Kills 500 Pests on 
Area of 320 Acres to Save 
Young W heat 


NESS CITY (Kan.) Feb. 11. (Exclu- 
sive)——-The rabbit .menace to wheat 
growers of Western Kansas is graph- 
ically illustrated by the experience 
of a Ness county farmer. His ten- 


der winter wheat had been cropped 
close to the ground by rabbits which 
in some cases pawed the soil away 
to nibble at stems beneath the sur- 
face. Realizing this threat to his 
crop, the farmer placed $2 worth of 
poisoner kaffir heads on his 420 acres 
of wheat. In the next three days he 
hauled off 500 dead rabbits. The 
wheat matured well thereafter. ; 

As this tract is representative of the 
regiqn, the presence of 500 rabbits on 
320 acres indicates how numerous the 
pests are. It was computed that there 
were at least 250,000 rabbits in the 
county. Some counties frequently 
pay as much as $10,000 a year for 5- 
cent rebbit bounties. That accounts 
for 200,000 rabbits, and many more 
are left to breed. —

CLAIMS SUPPORTED 


A considerable number of distin- 
guished Frenchmen supported his 
claims at various times. As late as 
1910 Boissy d'Anglas, one of the leaJ- 
ing members of the French Senate 
made a long speech in this house to 
try to show that he and his descen- 
dants were the legitimate pretenders 
to the French throne. When Naun- 
dorff visited France many persons 
who had been at the court of Louis 
XVI swore that the latter resemb'eq¢ 
the royal child of 1793. [i is @ fac’ 
that the line of pretenders have had 
the Bourbon profile, if that means 
anything. 

It was the seal of Carl Naundorff, 
now in the library of the French 
Foreign Office, which was affixed to 
the Franco-Prussian convention of 
1871, signed by Bismarck and Jules 
Favre. Favre had been the counsel 
for the heirs of Naundorff, and had 
pleaded unsuccessfully their cause | 
for resfitution of civil rights as heirs | 
of Louis XVI. The family had given | 
him the ring.

My own 
work in heredity, which today we call 
genetics, bears very directly on these 
two fields. Nevertheless, we have no 
intention of starting an agricultural 
station or a stock farm, but we shall 
devote our time to the study of fun- 
damental problems of heredity, realis- 
ing that in the end any discoveries 


bearing on medicine, for any fun- 
damental discoveries concerning 
function and properties of living 
things will undoubtedly be applicable 
to the welfare of mankind. When we 
have an opportunity, we hope to de- 


velop a department of bacteriology, 
closely associated with our work in | 
genetics and physiology, but for the 


present we cannot expect to under- 
take such work which involves very 
heavy expenditures, 

“We are even hoping that in time 
we may have a division of experimen- 
tal psychology in the department of 
biology. At present we borrow so 
much from the chemist and physicist 
for our fundamental work, that we 
should like very much to know what 
is going on in their brains when they 
make their fundamental discoveries. 
If we could ever find that out, we 
might hope to make some adequate 
return for all that we have borrowed 
from them; and, if you will not take 


| me too seriously, I should like to add 
| that we might hope to 


let them 
know the proper frame of mind they 
must cultivate in order that their 
profoundest thoughts may bear im~- 
mediate results. 
WHY HE CAME 

"Now may I say a few words more 
personal in character, end try to ex- 
press to you why I was glad to come 
to California. Of course, I expected 
to go to California when I died, but

Moreover, the problem of research 
and how it can be best accomplished 
has always interested me. It is, in 
fact, one of the great problems in 
which all scientists have to deal. 
Most of the research in the world is 
carried on at the present either in 
universities or in research institu- 


| tions. Research is handicapped in 


the universitiés by the necessity of 
giving Instruction to large numbers 
of students, who are often inade- 
quately prepared. The universities 
are also greatly handicapped by the 
very great expense which modern 


research entails, for in order to push || 


forward the work in science, the 
most refined instruments of the lat- 
est types are needed, and these are 
costly. On the other hand, univer- 
sities have a great asset their fa- 
vor in that they keep in touch with 
the oncoming generation, and if sci- 
ence is not going to stagnate, but to 
progress, the torch must be carried on 
by the young people themselves. The 
research institutions have the ad- 
vantage of carefully selected groups 
of men who have been trained in 
the universities to carry out the 
most difficult phases of modern re- 
search, but these institutions are 
handicapped, I think, by losing touch 
with the younger men who are go- 
ing to carry on the scientific work of 
the future. Here at the California 
Institute you have, as I see it, seized 
upon the advantages of both situa- 
tions and avoided their disadvantages 
by limiting the number of students 
and supporting in every way possible 
the research spirit. In this respect 
the men connected with the Califor- 
hia Institute have all the freedom 
and opportunities furnished by the 
more isolated research institutions, 
and you have, by limiting the num- 
ber of students and carefully select- 
ing those that are admitted, solved 
the difficulties which the larger uni- 
versities have to face. Here then is 
a happy combination. What has al- 
ready been accomplished is a token 
of what such ideals may hope to ac- 
complish.

ered a city cleaner than Pittsburgh, has 
17,600 particles of dust in each cubic foot 
ef air on which the citizens maintain life.

THE WEEK IN POLITICS 


Many estimable citizens either 
fail to discern of profess an in- 
ability to see anything romantic 
or exciting in politics, and some 
carry this sititude so far as to de- 
cline to exercise the right of suf- 
frage on election day, but if thére 
is any human activity more en- 
grossing and more stimulating 
than the business of aiding or op- 
posing a Presidential candidacy it 
must be listed among such under- 
‘ tekings as world wars and the like. 

Electing a President of the Unit- 
ed States calls for all the skill and 
strategy, and not a little of the 
courage, displayed in winning a 
battle with artillery, airplanes and 
infantry—and a few additional] ap- 
purtenances not required in armed 
conflict. Inversely, defeating 4 
Presidential aspirant brings into 
play the same _ kaleidoscopic 
agencies. 

Hence, beginning throughout the 
United States at this time is one 


knowledged to be so far in the 
for the nomination as to make his 
success at Kansas City sure if his 
opponents cannot soon stem the 
tide of sentiment demanding his 
selection. His position has been 
reached with such little directed 
effort that leaders committed to 
his candidacy are just beginning 
to shape the organization that will 
function in his behalf prior to and 
during the Republican National 
Convention. 

Most of the New England States 
are expected to send solid Hoover 
delegates to Kansas City; New 
York Republicans believe that he 
will have all or a majority of that 
State’s delegates; the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation, nominally for 
Secretary Mellon, is listed among 
the pro-Hoover aggregations; indl- 
cations are that the Secretary of 
Commerce will be the choice of 
New Jersey Republicans and that 
he will have the bulk of the dele- 
gates from the Southern States 
His grextest gains during the last 
week have been made in the Mid- 
dle West, where former Gov. Lows 
den of Illinois finds his greatest 
strength. According to latest re- 
ports from Oregon and Washing- 
ton, the delegates from those 
| States will be pledged to Hoover, 
thus, with the Hoover delegation 
from California, presenting a solid 
front from the Pacific Coast. 

In Ohio the supporters of Hoover 
and the friends of Senator Willis 
are at loggerheads because of the 
refusal of Senator Willis and his 
advisers to agree that an Obio dele- 
gation pledged to the Senator 
should have Hoover as its second 
choice. Mr. Willis wants to go to 
Kansas City with a delegation not 
only committed to his candidacy, 
but subject to his disposal. The 
Hoover element in Ohio, although 
originally willing to stay out of the 
Ohio Presidential primary, now 
seem disposed to try conclusions 
with the ambitious Buckeye solon. 

Presidential politics of the week 
| were further enlivened by agitated 
activity in. the United States Sen- 
ate, where another name was 
added to the lengthening list of 
Senators willing to forsake the 
crowded halls of legislation for the 
lonely tsolation of the White 
House, Senator Watson of Indiana, 
having been In a warmly receptive 
mood for some months, is an- 
nounced ag a candidate for Presi- 
dent, and indications are that his 
friends will do what they can to 
make his candidacy assume great- 
er proportions than that of the or 
dinary “favorite son.” 

Senator Fess of Obio, who drew 
sharp rebuke from President 
Coolidge for venturing to question 
the finality of the President's an- 
nounced determination not to be a 
candidate to succeed himself, pro- 
vided an intérlude in the Senate by 
reiterating his bellef that Mr. 
Coolidge is not eliminated from the 
Presidential possibilities. 

And Senator Borah took official 
cognizance of Hoover as a poten- 


| tlal candidate when he submitted 


to the Secretary of Commerce a re- 
quest that Mr. Hoover announce 
his attitude toward the Bighteenth 
Amendment and its enforcement— 
an attitude which Mr. Hoover on 
a number of occasions has stated 
without equivocation and always 
from the standpoint of a citizen 
who observes the law and believes 
it should be obeyed. 

Four years ago President Cool- 
itige faced the necessity of making 
a decision with regard to Califor- 
nia such as Mr. Hoover is now 
called upon to facs in Ohio. Sena- 
tor Hiram Johnson, whose Presi- 
dential aspirations were somewhat 
ingloriously defeated in the con- 
vention of 1920, and whose undim- 
inished activity in 1924 culminated 
in even greater ignominious defeat, 
embarrassed the Republican party 
by insisting upon cpposition to the 
nomination of President Coolidge. 

Logically, those having at heart 
the President's political fortunes 
were somewhat dubious about com- 


vociferous Senator on his hom 
grounds. Nevertheless, the Presi- 
dent decided to make the fight— 
and Senator Johnson lost his own 
State. Conditions in Ohio may be 
such as to justify Mr. Hoover in 
deciding not to enter the primary 
there in opposition to Mr. Willis, 
but the result four years ago in 
California shows that such a fight 
can be won and that the effects 
thereof are harmful neither in con- 
vention nor in the final election 
contest. 

The Hoover managers, having 
effectively disposed of the false 
and anonymous nation-wide propa- 
ganda which sought to show that 
the Secretary of Commerce has not 
been an active Republican, and 
baving dispelled various other mis- 
chievous rumors, have given some 
attention to the latest development 
of the anti-Hoover whispering cam- 
paign—which has sotight more by 
innuendo than by direct assertion 
to convey an impression that Mr. 
Hoover at cne time sought to be 
come a British subject.

MILLIONS FOR 
NEWSPAPERS

One day in the autumn of 1913, 
white I was working in the Munsey 
shop in New York, Frank A. Mun- 
sey called me in. While we were 
talking Mr. Munsey’s secretary 
came up on “the throne,” as we 
called the raised platform in the 
peak of the Flatiron Building, 
where the chief did his work, and 
laid a letter on his desk. 

“It seems important,” she said, 
“and the writer asks for an im- 
mediate reply.” 

Munsey scanned the letter quick- 
ly, and handed it to me with a 
look of disgust on his long face. 
The missive was brief and busi- 
nesslike, It contained an offer of 
$750,000 for the New York Press, 
which Munsey had purchased in 
the previous summer. 

“What do you think of that?” he 
snapped, in contemptuous tones. 
Only $750,000, and I paid $1,000,000 
for the Press just a little while 


As I happened to know that the 
Press. was losing money hand over 
fist, as they say, I had it in mind 
to advise him to accept the offer. 
But before I could get the words 
out of my mouth he tore the letter 
into little bits and threw them in- 
to his waste basket. 

“Aren't you going to answer it?” 
I asked, surprised. 

“That’s the answer,” he said, 
pointing to the basket.

t has reminded me of this| 


incident bas been the publication 
of a new edition of that interest- 
ing old book, “The Story of the 
Sun.” In this revised history of 
New York's famous newspaper, 
Frank M. O’Brien, who was asso- 
ciated with Munsey for years, tells 
the prices Munsey paid for his 
newspapers. Some of these prices 
were enormous, especially if one 
considers the fact that their pur- 
chaser started out as clerk in a 
country store. Still he was able 
toward the end of his career to 
write his biography in the epi- 
gram, “Forty dollars, forty years, 
forty millions.” 

Mr. O’Brien says that a chain of 
500 newspapers was the dream of 
the ambitious Munsey, but he died 
owning only two. His first venture, 
the New York Continent, was a fail- 
ure and was discontinued. In 1901 
he bought the Washington Times 
and the New York Daily News, and 
in 1902 he paid $500,000 for the 
Boston Journal. In 1908 he bought 
the Baltimore News for $1,500,000. 


for $1,000,000 he bonghi the Balti- 
more American and also the Star of 
the same city, paying $1,500,000 for 
the two and selling them two years 
later for $3,000,000, thus doubling 
his money and retrieving some of 
his newspaper losses. 

In 1920 he purchased the New 
York Herald, which, including the 
Telegram, its evening edition, -cost 
him $4,000,000. Four years later he 
sold the Herald for 35,000,000 to 
Ogden Reid, who combined it with 
the Tribune. He had previously 
bought the Sun and the Mall of 
New York, paying $4,268,000 for 
the two newspapers, and also the 
Globe, for which he paid $2,000,000, 
combining it and the Press with 
the Sun. So at the close of his 
career he owned but two newspa- 


pers. 

Nobody ever attempted such 
enormous New York newspaper 
deals as Frank A. Munsey. Whetb- 
er on the whole his transactions 
were profitable is a question, but 
at least he had some fun for his 
money in the hectic thrill of buy- 
ing and selling and in making such 
a journalistic stir in the American 
metropolis.

Just at this time the discovery of 
rich iron ore in the Mesaba Range 
in Minnesota that could be cheaply 
mined and cheaply marketed brought 
the price of iron ore down from $6.50 
to $3.50 per ton. So great a blow as 
having to abandon this huge plant 
just after completion would have 
stunned most men—Edison had spent 
most of his own money in this proj- 
ect and the enterprise was heavily 
in debt. When the decision was 
reached that the plant should be 
abandoned because it could never be 
a commercial success, Edison took the 
next train home to Orange. 


NEW STRING TO BOW 
_ So on this short journey he came 
to a remarkable decision. He decid- 
ed to develop a storage battery and 
_ to use the experience he had gained 
_in building and operating his ore con- 
| centrating plant in starting the man- 
_ufacture of Portland cement. 

He planned his Portland cement 
factory himself and in doing so set 
aside all precedents in an old estab- 
lished industry. He “butted in” with 
new ideas and new methods and built 
a cement plant that produced cement 
on a gigantic scale and at a lower 
cost than any plant then in existence. 
| Much the same story might be told 
of the innumerable experiments he 
| carried out in perfecting his mov- 
ing-picture machine and other in- 
ventions in making possible presen- 
tations on the silver sheet. —

Cc. J. Bulliet’s book on the modern 
movement, “Apples and Madonnas.” 
From the opening gun, “An apple by 
Paul Cezanne is of more consequence 
artistically than the head of a Ma- 
donna by Raphael.” we are plunged 
into an exciting theater of war. The 
enemies are “critics, museum lecturers 
and prominent members of art clubs 
consulted by newspaper reporters,” 
and they recur like comedians’ faces 


in an old Mack Sennett comedy to 


retire plastered with custard pile. 

This new book, handsomely pub- 
lished by Pascal Covici in Chicago, is 
the ideal opener on the modern 
movement in art. I can quarrel with 
Mr. Bulliet on every other page—he 
writes with a littl chip on the 
shoulder—yet he is infinitely prefer- 
able to the airy-flairy Clive Bell with 
his “significant form” balloon, or even 
the erudite Roger Fry and his elu- 
sive “aesthetic emotion.” 


Perhaps it is because he lives in| 


Chicago that Mr. Bulliet is perfectly 
at home in the mew age.

This might properly be entitled a

In making a study of power plants

Three Communities Offer Use 
of Land for Races 


One Proposal Includes Bonus 
of $60,000 for Event 


Physical Requirements Make

Belection of a field for holding of 
the 1928 National Air Races to be 
held here in Los Angeles next Sep- 
tember will not be definitely made for 
several weeks, according to the report 
issued by Dr. T. C. Young, chairman 
of the field committee of the Cali- 
fornia Air Race Association, which is 
handling the preparations for the 
events,

fields have been offered by as many 
communities—Long Beach, El Monte, 
and Inglewood.

BONUS OFFERED 


“We have received proposals from 
Long Beach, Inglewood, and Eli 
Monte, alt of which are under consid- 
eration,” Dr. Young stated, “no de- 
cision will be made without a care- 
ful survey of all the material fac- 
tors, which may require several weeks 
to properly consider. 

“We have many things to consider 
in staging the races.

_ Aviation Has Three Perennial Debate Subjects 


Three nice technical arguments 


‘that may be heard almost any 


time aviation technicians get 
together, and that probably 
never will be solved te the com- 
plete satisfaction of anyone con- 
cerned, are those revolving around 
the questions of superiority of 
the meneplane or the biplane, 
the single-motored ship or the 
multi-motored, the alr-cooled or 
the water-cooled engine. An- 
other that ix not so common, but 
in some ways is quite as inter- 
esting as the three mentioned,. is 
that relating to the high or low- 
winged monoplane. 

Thest differences of opinion 
are quite in contrast with the 
situation in the automotive field, 
where the engineering, while 
progressive and constantly ac- 
tive, is becoming increasingly 
more standardized. Any number 
of the refinements on the 19248 
automobiles tends to confirm this 
conformist attitude tn the realm 
of automobile engineering prac- 
tice. Dual-manifolding ts a case 
im point. Virtually all of the 
straight eights have resorted to 
this practice for 1928. Further 
evidences of conformity might be 
cited through the entire line. 

It is different, of course, in the 
aviation field. This manufac-

At least, she seemed anthe offended when 
I even suggested the thought that the re- 
sponsibility was hers and not the juitie 
school’s. 

One thing she cannot do—tsolate her chil- 
dren from other children. Children must 
have children to play with and the fact 
that they gather bad habits from their little 
playmates is unavoidable. 

The best a mother can do under such 
circumstances is to choose her children’s 
playmates intelligently. 

But the problem is deeper than the con- 
tact of child to child. 

In this case history there were several 
responsible factors. Both children were 
circumcised and the mother believed that 
the mere circumcision was sufficient hygt- 
enic protection against all irritation. 


Physical examination revealed that the 
foreskin had adhered to the glans and con- 
siderable smegma had accumulated under- 
neath. 

This cheese-like substance is sufficient ir- 
ritation to awaken the latent sex instincts 
in any child. 

The first principle of cleanliness had been 
disobeyed through ignorance. The mother 
did not know that these delicate, sensitive 
structures needed cleansing as much as did 
the rest of the body. Instead, these chil- 
dren had many years’ accumulation of sex- 
ual irritation. 

Next, in questioning the mother it was 
asy to ascertain that she was dominated 
by the typical sex prudery. Anything deal- 
ing with sex horrified and shocked her as 
being depraved and morbid.

Every hygienic, nanelahh and social factor 
was favorable toward inducing these chil- 
dren to masturbate. 

The only weapon the mother knew was 
psychic repression—the scolding, the hor- 
rible threatening or perhaps the brutal 
whipping. 

The problem of masturbation is deep- 
seated in our psychic reactions. 

The fact that we stress the sexual ap- 
paratus as being entirely different from the 


other parts of the body leads the child to , 
focus his attention upon hig sexual struc- 


tures. 


Then we proceed to feed him the foods — 


which irritate and excite sex desires more 
than any other type of food, 

The handling of the educational problem 
has been taken up by many wise educators, 
There are plenty of books in the public 
library, available to every mother, -lealing 
with training and sex knowledge, 

A child should not be deceived, lied to 


nor have the genuine facts of life misstat- 


ed, distorted and prevaricated. He is ©2.- 
titled to the truth from his mother and 
father in a clean, wholesome fashion rather 
than via the street bad boy or bad girl. 

If parents have not the courage, the 
knowledge or the decency to give these 
facts to their children, then they must. 
suffer the consequences and not blame 50- 
ciety, the schools or an “unkind fate.”

Sciatica 

When a neuritis sets in, the most usual 
place is either between the shoulders and 
thence into the arms, or, more likely, from 
the thigs downward the entire length of 
the leg. 

The latter is usually designated as acti- 
atica or sciatic rheumatism. 

The common sciatic rheumatism is really 
an inflammation of the great sciatic nerve 
—a huge, thick nerve extending from the 
outer portion of the pelvis to almost the 
entire length of the limb. 

The neuritis of sciatica usually has the 
same predisposing cause as any Other neuw- 
ritis—a blood stream surcharged with the 
toxic wastes of faulty metabolism, due, us- 
ually, to intestinal absorption from con- 
stipation. 

I have never yet seen a true neuritis 
condition without a background of faulty 
intestinal. elimination, or indigestion, or 
some other digestive disturbance. 

The nerve is inflamed. 


How does it become inflamed, and why? | 


_ For the same reason that any other tissue 


of the body becomes inflamed—because the 


blood stream supplying it with its nutri- 
tion is unwholesome and charged with the 
poisons from the digestive system. 

That is one cause. We have another—a 
mechanical cause. 

A true sciatic inflammation will frequent- 
ly develop from pelvic pressure of a normal 
or an abnormal kind. Women in the latter 
stages of pregnancy very often complain of 
which usually do not ease 
up until after delivery. . 

Men in advanced age, suffering from 
prostatic enlargement and inflammation, 
have sufficient pelvic pressure to cause a 
true sciatica. Then the enlarged and in- 
flamed prostate presses against the sympa- 
thetic plexus which, in turn, transmits its 
retarded impulses .to the great sciatic 
nerve. 

In other cases sciatica is due to chronic 
alcoholism and to the atrophic and harden- 
ing processes Which occur from the contact 


~ of the alcohol with the tissues. 


In still other cases the pelvic pressure 
comes from Overeating, from an enlarged 
and inflamed colon pressing against the 
adjacent sensitive, sympathetic nerves. 

With those people who have had pelvic 
or abdominal surgery, a true sciatic in- 
flammation frequently occurs for the stmple

reason that when an organ has been re- 
moved, nothing takes its place in the ab- 
dominal cavity. The other organs tend 
to sag and fall. The painful adhesions so 
frequently coming after an operation, due 
to their contractile and pulling nature, may 
induce sciatic inflammation. 

These are some of the many causes of 
sciatica, 

If surgery has not mutilated the body 
and when the causes I have mentioned 
have been removed, the sciatica usually dis- 
appears, for sciatic rheumatism is an effect 
of disease rather than a disease in itself. 

Again we fnevitably come back to the 
starting point. We are what we eat and 
the measure of our health is in direct ratio 
to what we get rid of—to-wit: Toxin elim- 
ination! 


Combinations of Food 


have never addressed an audience but 
that one or more of the questions dealt with 
food combinations. 

The subject has been stressed so much 
by health writers and has become such a 
ridiculous fad and fetish of many people 
that it ought to be pretty much squelched. 

It makes an excellent money-maker for 
those who sell the “combination” fad but 
how much demonstrable truth there is in 
it, I question. 

The modern classification of diet divides 
foods into acids, subacids, starches, sugars, 
proteins, minerals, vitamines, heavy foods, 
light foods, “easily digested’” foods, foods 
“difficult to digest,” stomach foods, intes- 
tinal foods, liver foods, raw foods, cooked 
fooda, natural foods, denatured foods, and 


80 on. 


This classification leaves you, the average 
layman. confused, unbelieving and thorough- 
ly convinced that the whole science of 
dietetics is a colossal fraud. If you don’t 
get 4o that viewpoint, you drop the entire 
subject and eat the first thing that is pre- 
sented to you, or that the cook prepares, or 
that looks good, or that is cheapest. 
Otherwise, you become a_ full-fledged 
“nut.” 
down right or will digest fully—whether 
the foods you have eaten will have a fight 
to death with the food you ate two hours 
before—whether you will remain awake to- 
night or sleep with the angels. 

The ridiculous extremes to which people 
carry dietetic fetishes would be laughable 
were they not often sorrowful. 

The greatest crime we commit in the 
realm of dietetics is gluttony. Of this I am 
firmly convinced. Eat little enough of any 
fool and the harm is negligible. The dam- 
age is in geometric ratio. Double the food 
and you quadruple the injury. | 

The first cardinal principle in dietetics 
should be moaderation and self-control. 

Then as to combinations, about the next 
best generalization I can give you is to for- 
get them! 


Cut out the eight-course meal. Change it: 


to a two or three-course meal. Then you 
can pretty much let combinations take care 
of themselves. 

Obey these two rules and you will find 
yourself free of fetishes, worry, fear and 
the typical reactions of the dietetic “nut!” 


Diets by Injection

It behooves me to study the various theories 
and “discoveries” of science. 

There is much to satisfy a restless 
curiosity in such theories. Some are ridicu-

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erudity for two thousand years. And then 
at our left a handsome Temple of Saturn, 
on our right the Temple of Concord, and on 
the peak of the Capitoline Hill the majestic 
Temple of Jove. 

Much of this is imitation, as most art in 
its beginnings must be. The colonnade and 
erchitrave have been taken, of course, from 
Greece. But the imitation is not slavish; 
here, for example, is the first European use 
of the arch and the vault; from these stern 
simplicities will grow the glory of the 
Gothic cathedrals. And see those slender 
Corinthian columns on the Temple of Cas- 
tor and Pollux; they date from 484 B.C.; 
they will be destroyed, but they will be re- 
stored; and the Twentieth-century traveler 
will find them the loveliest thing in Rome. 


The wealth of the Empire increases, and 


new buildings are added yearly to the old: 
the Forum of Caesar, the Forum of Augus- 
tus, Vespasian’s Forum of Peace, and the 
largest and finest of them all, the Forum of 
Trajan, adorned with that lofty Column of 
Trajan on which Roman sculptors have 
carved in skillful relief, as if it were a 
rolled payprus, the tale of his wanderings 
and victories. And here is the great Pan- 
theon (“home of all the gods,”) begun by 
Augustus’ general Agrippa and completed 
by Hadrian; its roof dares to innovate upon 
the flat or triangular plan of the Greeks; it 
rests upon an immense vault, and stretches 
one hundred and forty feet across in one of 
the greatest domes in the world; that dome 
is of one piece, made of concrete poured 
inte a vast wooden mould; when the frame 
is removed fhe concrete dome will stand 
without a crack or a flaw, apprently for- 
ever. 


Go farther still: here is the Arch of Titus 
audaciously combining Ionic and Corinthian 
capitols; and there is the towering Arch of 
Constantine, Off in the distance are the 
great Baths of Caracalla and Diocletian, 
among the largest structures ever reared, 
and significant for their use of the barrel 
(or tunnel) vault. Down in the plain is 
Vespasian’s Colosseum, the largest amphi- 
theater on earth, seating fifty thousand peo- 
ple, rising in circular symmetry tier on tier 

, towards the sky, and destined in the days 
of its ruins to provide stones for a thou- 
sand dwellings in Rome. 


There by the Tiber is Hadrian’s immense 
Tomb, which will later be known as the 
Castello Sant’ Angelo, will become the 
prison of Benvenuto Cellini and lesser men, 
and will stand, shorn of its ancient marble 
covering, for many centuries. Far away in 
the provinces—in Asia, Greece and Africa, 
in Spain and France and Britain—other 
masterpieces of Roman architecture will 
rise, the Temple of Jupiter Olympus rebuilt 
at Athens by Hadrian, the Temple of the 
Sun at Palmyra, the unspeakably beautiful 
pillars at Baalbek in Syria, as fair as any 
in the world; the theaters at Orange and 
Arles, the theater and Maison Caree and 
bridge over the Gard at happy Nimes. 
Let us be as hostile to them as we will, we 
shall have to confess that the Romans were 
the greatest builders of all our race. 

Within these vast structures, and about 
them, statues stand. Some of them are 
clever copies, perhaps made by Greek 
slaves from Hellenistic masterpieces; most 
of them are portraits of public men: some 
of them are adaptations of Greek figures to 
Roman subjects, as when Apollo becomes 
Antinous—beloved of Hadrian. Very few 
of them are of full length; already the 
Greek love of the body is: gone, and the 
head receives an exclusive interest. And 
what heads they are—rugged, knobby, al- 
most square; here is not so much the de- 
veloped intellect as the relentless will: not 
mind but character. Nearly every one of 
these busts—Caesar, Pompey, Cicero, Bru- 
tus, Augustus, Caracalla, Trajan, Marcus 
Aurelius—frowns; these people cannot re- 
lax into the amenities of life; in their 
hearts they are still barbarians, happy only 
in action, great only in architecture, gov- 
ernment, and war. 


At the Theater 


Shall we listen, for a while, to a Roman 
play? Note how the theater differs from 
those of the Greeks; there is no more 
chorus; the “orchestra” where once the 
chorus danced is filled with seats for the 
more fortunate spectators: and here a cur- 
taia rises and falls upon the play to mark 
those divisions of act and scene which once 
were made by the choral song. The chorus 
has died a natural death by easy stages tn

It ie a simple thing, this Roman drama; 
it is nearly all comedy, for the people de 
precate unhappy endings, and are inclined 
to forbid them, if not by law like the Hin- 
dus, by taking the tragedians off the stage 
and pummeling them into a better humor. 
The aristocracy of Rome does not care for 
the stage, and the populace has its way. At 
first the plays are mere Saturai—medleys 
of primitive farce; then they are mimes and 


“fables” in which the conversation is left — 


to be improvised by the players. It is from 
these old farces that Italian and modern 
comedy will rise; and from these crude 
figures the stock characters of comedy will 
take form; the glutton always edging to- 
ward a meal, the obstructive father who has 
more wealth than brains, the clever slave 
(later a servant) who, having more brains 
than wealth, concocts and untangles the in- 
trigue, the extravagant youth who wishes 
to marry a chambermaid (always a princess 
in disguise,) and the rollicking clown with 
the gaily colored patches, long and baggy 
trousers, doublet of mighty sleeves, and 
shaven head; the Romans cailed him San-

for the law, and takes to poetry. He 
teacher the “Art of Love” in verses whose 
joy suffers no stint from morality; and then 
he sings the great tales of the “Meta- 
morphoses” (or Changing Shapes,) and 
brings to Italy the fairest legends of the 
Greeks; here, for example, 
stury of Daedalus and Icarus, and man’s 
first attempt to fly. 

But the greatest of these Roman poets » 
are those whom Augustus gathers about 
him to grace his table and immortalize his 
reign. One of them is the modest and 
rhythmic Virgil; the other is Horace, 
subtlest and profoundest of them all. Virgil

has sung simple Georgics of the rural life 


as he has lived it near Mantua, at the foot 
of the Alps: why should not one tell in 
placid verse of the growing corn and the 
ripening olives and vines, of oxen grazing 
leisurely im the grass, and rivers gliding 
quietly through sleeping towns on the 
Italian hills? Augustus listens and is 
pleased, for being an urban soul he relishes 
rural poetry; he rescues Virgil from misfor- 
tune, gives him a small estate, and en- 


‘courages him to write his best for Rome. 


And so Virgil, grateful, composes his 
friendly and flowing epic, the Aeneid; tells 


of the flight of Aeneas from fallen Troy, 


“Gee, these co-eds are copy cats. They’ve quit wearing garters now.” 
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nio (“zany;"”) we call him, in his later 
avatars, Pulcinello, or Polichinelle. 

The audience is of a piece with the play, 
rough and simple and dull; comic lines and 
situations must be repeated frequently to 
reach their comprehension, Terence tries 
to be subtle, and the audience walks out, 
calling for more violent humor. A rich 
Roman arranges for them a program of 
music: they stop the performance and call 
upon the musicians to lay down their in- 
struments antl give a boxing match. The 
prologues reveal the nature of the audi- 
ence; mothers are requested to leave their 
babies at home hereafter; wives are asked 
not to disturb the play with their chatter; 
children are warned what will happen to 
them if they make noise; and slaves are 
reminded not “to occupy the seats, since 
these are only for free men. 


The actors are called histriones, i.e., they 
are tellers of a story (historia.) They are 
nearly all slaves, and nearly all Greeks; 
any citizen who acts on the stage loses his 
civic rights. (Not till the days of Voltaire 
will this indignity be withdrawn; even the 
great Moliere will suffer from it.) If the 
play is unsuccessful, the slave may be 
soundly beaten; if he does especially well, 
he may win his freedom. Roscius, greatest 
of Roman actors, began as a slave; Plautus 
and Teyence, greatest of Roman playrights, 
ose from slavery. 


Plautus was at first a scene shifter, like 
Will Shakespeare, then a merchant learn- 
ing the world, then a factory hand; inter- 
stitually a dramatist. 
and his humor reveal his life; he uses the 
speech of the people, indulges them in that 
obscenity which is the poor man’s solace 
against monogamy, makes his wit simple, 
and wastes no time in polishing his lines; 
Horace will suggest that he writes in such 
haste in order to be sooner paid.

Na@tvius tried it and was jailed. There. is 
the old story of the mistaken identity of 
twins (the Monaechmi,) which Platus 
steals from Menander,. and Shakespeare 
from Plautus; there is the “‘Aulularia,” or 
Pot of Gold, which Moliere will appropriate 
as “The Miser,” transcribing entire scenes 
without acknowledgment; there is “The 


Captive,” which tells again the tale of the 


His style, his plots, . 


are ,raised by the aristocracy, but they fail 
with the masses; and Terence, disgusted, 
leaves Rome in a huff, and dies in ship- 
wreck while still a youth. 


The Poets of Rome 


Let us go into the homes of the aristoc- 
racy; we shall fare a little better there. 
Here at Sirmione, on a bit of land that 
reaches out into Lake Garda, is the summer 
cottage of Catullus, “tenderest of Roman 
poets.” His father is a rich gentleman of 
Verona, a friend and often the host of Cae- 
sar; therefore Catullus, receives the best

One of them, “Lesbia,” though she — 


lasses. 
is thirty-two when he is twenty-five, proves 
the most charming of all, because the most 
unwilling; and perhaps the poet describes 
his wishes rather than history when he 
sings his little epic of osculation. 


“Love me, Lesbia, while we live, 
Value all the crogs advice 
That the surly graybeards give 
At a single farthing’s price. 
Suns that set again may rise; 
We, when once our fleeting light, 
Once our day in darkness dies, 
Sleep in one eternal night. 
Give me kisses thousand fold, 
Add to them a hundred more; 
Other thousands still be told, 
Other hundreds o’er_and o’er. 
But with thousands when we burn, 
Miss, confuse the sums at last, 
That we may not blushing learn 
All that have between us passed. 
None shall know to what amount 
Envy’s due for so much bliss; 
None, for none shall ever count 
All the kisses we shall kiss.” 
(Tr. George Lamb.) 


But Lesbia does not care for mathe- 
matics; she sends Catullus off, knowing 
that this is the only way to inspire amorous 
poetry. We find him,self-exiled to Bithynia, 
in distant Asia Minor, visiting the grave of 
his brother and addressing to him the most 
renowned of all valedictories: Ave, frater, 
atque vale! “Hail, brother, and farewell!” 
His poetry becomes as despondent as 
Bryon's; he anticipates a line of Keats, and 
says that the promises of a woman should 
be written in wind and flowing water. But 
when he returns to his home in Northern 
Italy nature heals him, and he sings with 
quiet good cheer again. 

His brother in the south is Ovid, also a 
lover, also rich, and also dying in despair, 


= 


his pleasant dalliance with Dido, the Car- 
thaginian queen, and his desertion of her 
to come up north and help establish the 
Eternal City. Here is a strange feminine 
perfection of meter and language and style, 
many centuries away from the boisterous 
and masculine narrative of Homer. 


Horace is different; he is a man of the 
world, though he comes to Rome from a 
farm, and is the son of a slave who has 
worked his way to freedom. His father has 
stinted to give him an education in the 
capital; and there we find him, after many 
adventures in Italy and Greece. He falls in 
love with Virgil, and says of him that “Na- 
ture never made a fairer soul;” hearing 
which, Virgil introduces him to his rich 
friend Maecenas, minister and adviser of 
Augustus; suddenly the impoverished poet 
is affinent, and owns a pretty farm out in 
the Sabine hills. . 

Ard now all the resources of the Latin 
tongue are sought out and exploited by the 
new poet to the full; every phrase of novel 
tang and rich significance leaps out upon 
the page; every metre ever used In Italy 
or Greece is tried and moulded into com- 
pact loveliness. Here again is classic art: 
polished and subtle, leisurely and _ re- 
strained; no rhetoric, and no raising of the 
voice; everything is moderate in Horace, 


' even the Epicurean joie de vivre: 


“Ask not tomorrow's secret. Treat 
As gain each day that dawns for you; 
dalliance 


While crabbed age keeps far away, 
Your prime let manly sports amuse, 

And whispers low when fading day 
The twilight hour of tryst renews. 


For silvery laughter at corner list, 
That hiding girl betrays, nor scorn 
To win the pledge of love from wrist 
Or coyly clinging finger torn.” 

We pass reluctantly from these poets; 
they are the very flower of Rome and the 
rest is merely the soil in which they grew. 
After the turbulence of civil war, after the 
chaos of political victory and defeat, after 
the shouts of brutal masses watching gladi- 
ators being gored to death, these men, seek- 
ing in the comradeship of mellowed minds 
some refuge from the barbarism of the 
times, and carving as if in white marble 
their tenderly polished verse, carry down to 
us, along with Lucretius and the living tem- 
ples of dead gods, all that is beautiful in 
ancient Rome. It does not matter much 
that the once great Empire passed away; 
it does not matter much that its garland of 
cities faded back ino the undistinguished 
hinterland; Plutarch and Tacius preserved 
the memory of Roman genius, and Virgil 
and Horace engraved immortally the 
fairer elements of Roman life. If we have 
them we have Rome. “Precious minims!”

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fe a street im ancient Rome. How 
bright and warm it is! Here is a sun- 
ny land, where life can be lived in the open 
air, end a simple toga is dress enough, and 
the business of an empire can be carried on 
under the sky. The street is narrow but it 
is well paved, better far than the streets of 
London or Paris will be until the nine- 
teenth century. Over the Tiber strong 
bridges rise, carrying these streets by spa- 
cious. highways down to Sicily, and across 
the Apennines to Brindisi, and north over 
the Alps to the Danube and the Seine. This 
is the center of the world; all roads lead to 
Rome. 

Houses stand in close array alang the 
street, but they hardly hold the eye; these 
people are careless of beauty, and 
enamored of utility. But let us enter this 
simple gateway, and seé how the Roman 
lives. Shut ip from the madding ¢rowd and 
the noises of the street is a charming court, 
partiy roofed to ward off the sun, but for 
the most part open to the sky. In the 
center is a pool, perhaps large enough for 
bathing and swimming, and fed with fresh 
water from the now highly developed wa- 
ter-system of Rome. Roundabout are mar- 
ble seats and tables and stately colonnades, 
flower-beds and splashing fountains and 
statues sparkling in the sun. The rooms of 
tue house face upon this court, and are 
lighted solely through the doors that open 
out upon it; there are few windows or none 
at all; for in this hot climate it is shade 
that one needs almost as much. as light. 
Sometimes an opening is left in the celling 
of the room, giving illumination without 
heat; if it should rain, the water will fall 
into a pool dug in the center of the floor. 
When the brief winter comes, hot air will 
be sent through tile pipes running along 
the wall. Here and there are lovely tapes- 
tries, marvelous mosaics, paintings and 
statuary, mostly stolen from the Greeks. 
It is no longer the Rome of the stern, cen- 
sorious Cato; it is the Rome of the Em- 
perors. 

But where are the children? They are 


playing in the court; or perhaps they have 


gone for a walk with their teacher, who 
gives them much of their education as they 
roam the fields; educate meant to lead out 
for a walk. The mother is within at work; 
but she is no longer occupied with mother- 
hood and the household chores as in the 
simpler days; slaves abound to help her, 
and often she is free to deck herself with 
jewelry and costly garments, and to ride In 
her carriage to some public festival or pri- 
vate feast. Cato may pass laws- against 
these luxuries, but laws cannot stop luxury 
when gold flows in from every corner of the 
world. Delicacies adorn the tables, and 
men and women, reclining comfortably as 
they eat, consume as much as they can, 
and then, {f they are graduate Epicureans, 
go out to the vomitorium and free them- 
selves for more. Petronius, professional 
voluptuary, Arbiter elegantiarum, formu 
lates the latest fashions in vice, and gives 
learned instruction in recondite sins. The 
old Stoicism of Cornelia, glad to have many 
sons and to tofl for them, is gone; abortion 
is now a developed art, and the repopula- 
tion of the Empire is left to German im- 
migrants and captive slaves. 


The men Iike this, and like if not; they 
remind themselves occasionally of the pa- 
tria potestas, the supreme power, even of 
life and death, of the Roman father over 
his wife and children. But as luxury grows, 
the power of women increases; it is they 
who deck themselves with new clothes and 
brilliant gems, making themselves imperti- 
ousity beautiful, and bringing the once war- 
like husbands to thefr feet. It is, this 
Augustan age, an age of peace; and in time 
of peace the man loses his ferocity, and 
woman flourishes. 


The male takes refuge in the market- 
place, the Forum, the law courts, and the 
theater. Perhaps he is a merchant; he goes 
down to the port and loses himself tn the 
details of trade. Perhaps he is a tax- 
gatherer, or “publican,” to whom the state 
has sold for a large sum the right to collect 
the taxes which it has apportioned amongst 
the people. Perhaps he is one of those 
thriving bankers whose offices flank the 
Forum, and who sell shares fn joint-stock 
enterprises, lend money at high rates of 
interest, and organize companies to do con- 
tract work for the government. Or perhaps 
he has a factory, making manufactured ar- 
ticles- with a force of slaves, turning their 
blood into gold. 

For everywhere now there

they can be bought for 
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They do all the physical 
work, and much of the 
clerical work too; they 
till the fields and labor if 
factories, they polish shoes 
and teach the young, they 
carry burdens, take steno- 
graphic dictation, and lec- 
ture on philosophy. They 
are very reasonably 
priced; in some places 


seventy-five cents a head. 
There are so many of them 
that the philosopher Sen- 
eca warns against reqvi-- 
ing them to wear a 


distinctive dress; they would become aware 


of their overwhelming preponderance, and 
ight take it into their heads to establish 
a Proletarian Dictatorship. Some palaces, 
we learn, have as many as four hundred 
slaves; and rich men, dying, have been 
known to bequeath a thousand men along 
with other cattle. “The ministers of pomp 
and sensuality,” says Gibbon, “were multi- 
plied beyond the conception of modern 
(i.e., eighteenth century) luxury . 
Almost every profession, whether laborer 
or mechanical, may be found in the house- 
hold of an opulent Senator.” “All the ar- 
rant sins that capital has been guilty of 
against Nature and civilization in the mod- 
ern world,” says Mommsen, “remain as far 
inferior to the abominations of the ancient 
capitalistic states as the free man, be he 
ever so poor, remains superior to the slave; 
and not until the dragon-seed of North 
America ripens, will the world reap similar 
fruit.” 

It is a slight exaggeration, both for the 
Romans and ourselves; By the time of the 
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Cieero is speaking.

Emperors the more flagrant cruelties and 
abuses .of the slave system had ‘been 
brought to an end by legislation and a grow- 
ing sensitivity to Stoic (and, later Chris- 
tian) ethics; and there was nothing much 
to choose between a Roman slave in the 
days of Augustus and a “free” British nav- 
vy, or an Italian factory hand, in the year 
of Our Lord 1928. But as to ourselves the 
doubt gnaws at our hearts: is America 
merely a modern Rome, destined to be rich 
and powerful above all other states at once, 
and yet coarse and crude and half savage 
to the end—producing comforts § and 
iuxuries which even Nero never dreamed 
of, but no more able than he, or all the 
Romans, to bring forth new goodness, new 
beauty, and new truth? It is not probable; 
our people hunger for knowledge, and are 
already discontented with idle wealth. But 
let us understand that it is a possibility 
hanging over our heads, Greatness is pever 
inevitable, and it is forced on po man; 
every inch of it has to be won.

As at Cerro Gordo, Scott sent invaluable 
young Captain Lee on an errand of recon 
naissance, and he reported that a way could 
be made across the pedregal, a bleak, terri- 
ble stretch of lava vomited from Mount 
Ajusco some seven thousand years before. 
Under cover of darkness the movement was 
carried out on the nineteenth—a furious 
storm making every step a stumble—and by 
midnight four thousand two hundred Ameri- 
cans were gathered at the hamlet of San 
Geronimo, well in the rear of General Va- 
lencia, an incompetent sot who fancied him- 
self a Caesar. 

Captain Lee, feeling his way back across 
the pedregal, carried the news to Scott and 
arranged for a frontal attack at dawn, 

At three o'clock a whispered order went 
down the line, after four hours of exhausting 
struggle through wind and rain, up a boul- 
der-strewn ravine, firm ground was gained.

In seventeen minutes by the watch the 
Battle of Contreras was over and the Mexi- 
cans were in flight, leaving seven hundred 
dead, and Santa Anna, coming up with be- 
lated reinforcements, met only a stream of 
fugitives. 


Scott, grasping the situation with his usu- 


al genius, followed the stroke by racing his 


men to Churubusco, but here he met Mexi- 
can valor at its best. Charge after charge 
was driven back, time after time it seemed 
that the Americans must confess defeat, but 
at last a flanking movement won the bridge- 
head, and only the convent kept up the bat- 
tle. 


Even when the last gun was out of com- 
mission and not a cartridge remained, the 
heroic garrison refused to ask quarter, and 
it was an American who waved his hand- 
kerchief to stop the useless slaughter. Of 
Santa Anna’s army of thirty thousand, less 
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Granite-like as the mountains about him, he studied his plan of 
battle as though it were neo mere than a chess problem. 


than twenty thousand followed the crazed 
Dictator into the city that night. 

Facing a demoralized enemy, the “halls of 
the Montezumas” were Scott’s for the tak- 
ing, but when an armistice was asked, he 
put glory aside in the interests of peace. 
For eleven days it seemed as if the war 
would be brought to an end, but on Septem- 
ber sixth, Santa Anna brought discussions 
to an abrupt close. 

He knew that peace meant his own elim- 
ination; he knew also that Scott’s army had 
been reduced to eight thousand effectives, 
and that his supplies were running low; 
working secretly under cover of the armis- 
tice, the Dictator had strengthened fortifica- 
tions and welded a new army, and these ad- 
vantages exciting him, he determined to risk 
a last throw of the dice, The people were 
called upon to exterminate the vile invaders, 
and on every hand national vanity regained 
its normal inflammation. 

Serene, stately, dispensing his morning 
salutations with all the effect of decorations, 
the great American commander thought 
carefully and struck boldly. Deceiving San- 
ta Anna by fe:nts against the southern 
gates, on the mornjng of September eight he 
launched an attack upon Casa Mata and 
Molina del Rey, two strong positions, 
and won them both after a day of furious 
fighting. 

Two approaches to the city presented 
themselves, one from the south, the other 
from the west. Chapultepec guarded the lat- 
ter, and confiding in the strength of this for- 
tress, Santa Anna occupied himself with pro- 
tecting the southern gateways. 

Again Scott refused to conform to the Dic 
tator’s ideas of how a battle should be con 
ducted, and after feinting at the southern 
portals, threw his little army against Cha- 
Pultepec on the morning of the twelfth. All 
day his guns rained lead upon the summit, 
but that night, when decision was made to 
storm at dawn, the venture was so desper- 
ate that Scott asked for volunteers. 

Two hours of heavy cannonading pre- 
ceded the assault and then Worth’s and 
Pillow’s divisions sprang forward, charging 
through the great cypress grove that had 
shaded Montezuma, careless of the shot that 
tore their ranks, carrying redoubts and stop- 
ping at the walls. 

The promised scaling ladders were not on 
hand, and there were minutes of sick sus- 
pense, for every inch of the ground was 
known to be mined. The mines failed to 
explode, however, the ladders arrived at 
last, and with a wild shout the height was 
carried. 

Racing along the causeways that led to 
the city, the Americans flung themselves 
against the gates with resistless fury. 
U. §. Grant, “Stonewall” Jackson, Lee, 
Pickett, Longstreet, Beauregard, McClel- 
lan—all to face one another as foes at a 
later day—were joined in that plunging at- 
tack, wading ditches through deadly fire 
burrowing from house to house, fighting

To Scott the night was one of gloom as . 


well as glory. The day’s fighting had re- 
duced his effectives to five thousand and 
Santa Anna still had twelve thousand men 
and the people of the city. The Dictator, 
however, was without stomach for further 
fighting, and after calling upon the gods to 
witness his own courage and devotion, 
slipped away to Guadalupe wita his battered 
troops. 

At dawn the city council came with a 
white flag, and Scott, pausing only to array 
himself in full uniform, rode to the palace 


and took formal possession of the “halls of | 


the Montezumas.” 

A treaty of peace, signed February 2, 
1848, gave the United States clear title to 
Texas, upper California and New Mexico, 
and in return for amicable acceptance of 
American ownership, the Mexicans were 
given a total of twenty million, two hun- 
dred and ninety-eight thousand dollars in 
cash. 


During the negotiations Scott restored or- 
der to the distracted country by wise, be- 
nevolent administration, tut all the while 
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bitterness of hie «epirit. Pitlow, Worth and 


Duncan, the arrested officers, were restored 
to commands and honors without a trial, 
while Scott was dragged through a humililat- 
ing “inquiry” by subordinates. 

A wave of generous emotion swept the 
United States, calling a halt on the persecu- 
tion, but, like most public enthusiasms, it 
wag short-lived. The Whigs rallied to Zach- 
ary Taylor as their standard bearer and 
naturally took pains that praise of Scott 
should not dim the glory of Old Rough and 
Ready. 

Again, in 1852, when he was given the 
Whig nomination and victory seemed cer- 
tain, envious Fillmore and sulking Webster 
“bolted” the ticket, and he was beaten—hu- 
millating!y beaten—by Franklin fa- 
mous only for having served under Scott In 
Mexico. | 

Through it all he remained the Great Gen- 
tleman, suffering defeat, abuse, treachary 
and betrayal without a lowering of his 
proud crest, without abatement of his state- 
ly courtesy. 

It was his wish to have died before his 
country flamed into fratricidal strife, but 
the grief was not spared him. Yet when 
the Civil War came, he set himself to the 
defense of the Union with much of his old 
fire. But he was now seventy-five. The 
hardships of campaigns and old wopnds 
were beginning to tell on even his ison 


“frame and in October of 1861 he was forced 


to admit his infirmities. 

One gracious act sweetened these bitter 
days. The morhing after Scott’s retirement, 
Abraham Lincoln, accompanied by the Cabi- 
net, came to the bedside of the failing giant, 


and in behalf of the nation the President 


voiced a people's gratitude for a life of serv- 


ce.

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REATLY disputed ig the character of 

the most eminent of all Spanish-Ameri- 
can Angelenos—Pio Pico—a man who had 
the unique distinction of being chosen a 
Governor of California for no less than four 
times. Grandson of Santiago de la Cruz 
Pico, who came to California with Anza, 
his parents were married on May 10, 1789, 
at San Diego, whence they came to San Ga- 
briel Mission, where Pio Pico was born on 
May 5, 1801; and his home town was Los 
Angeles. 

Don Pio must have been a gallant young 
spark for his first famous adventure was 
in connection with one of o!d California's 
most celebrated romances, anent a hand- 
some young Yankee scilor, Captain Henry 
Fitch, who sailed his American ship to Cal- 
ifornia in 1826, and at San Diego saw and 


- fell in love with a charming senorita, Dona 


Josefa Carillo, daughter of Don Joaquin Ca- 
rillo of San Diego. Fitch became engaged to 
her in 1827, but objections arose as to his 
marriage, for he was not a Catholic: but 
they were desperately in love, and love ever 
finds a way, So, thanks to the assistance 
of her cousin, Pio Pico, and another male 
cousin of hers Dona Josefa eloped with 
her bold sailor captain one night, and sailed 


away with him in hig ship to South Amer- 


ica, where they were duly married. 


A year later, the happy couple came back 
to California with their baby, only to meet 
with all kinds of trouble from the padres, 
who separated Dona Josefa from her hus- 
band, who was arrested and presontly tried 
at San Gabriel Mission by an ecclesiastical 
court, for playing hob with the church and 
civil laws of California, concerning mar- 
riage. The court finally agreed that their 
marriage was legal, but sentenced Captain 
Fitch to pay a penalty for the scandal and 
bursting up of said laws, ‘by furnishing “a 
bell of at least fifty pounds weight for the

fesato denouncing Governor Victoria. Wound- 
ed in the ensulng rebellion, Victoria tried to 
turn over his office to Ex-Governor Echean- 
dia, and soon left California for his native 
Mexico. However, the California Legisla- 
ture had meanwhile elected Pio Pico—its 
senior member—to be temporary Governor, 
until Meaico should appoint one. But Eche- 


andia, backed by the San Diego garrison, 


refused to assent to this, and claimed to be 
and Zamorano of Monterey, 
backed by some local Britishers also rose 
up, and claimed to be Governor—thus giv- 
ing distracted California three Governors at 
the same time! 

As Governor Pico had to regular soldiers 
at Los Angeles to back up his own claim 


~—which the other two Richmonds in the 


field had, in the soldiers under them—he re- 
signed in disgust on February 16, 1832, al- 
though he was the only legal Governor of 
the three claimants. Zamorano tried bully- 
ing Southern California, but Echeandia as- 


sembled a big army of Indians at San Ga- 


briel Mission; so these twain divided Cali- 
fornia between them, thus giving California 
two Governors at once—flery Los Angeles 
and its environs being designated as a neu- 
tral district, with powers of Home Rule. 
And this wierd state of affairs lasted until 
the arrival at Monterey on January 14, 1833 


of Governor Figueroa, who promptly deposed 


both of these self-appointed governors. 


Pico Becomes Provisional Governor 


February 15, 1845. In 1836, Alvarado and 
Castro at Monterey had deposed by armed 
foree Governor Chico in their plam to seize 
power; but their plans were thwarted by 
Chico’s turning over the military command 
to Gutierrez, who also soon became Govern- 
or, albeit he was hated by Alvarado and the 
Montereyans, who never forgave him for 
publishing the Decree of the Mexican Con- 
gress of 1835, locating the Capital of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles, Hence, Alvarado and 
Castro again stirred up Northern California 
to rebellion; and Governor Gutierrez being 
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deposed and banished by these arch-con- 
spirators, Alvarado seized the reins, and 
unlawfully proclaimed himself Governor. 
Los Angeles rightly refused to recognize 
this usurper, and forced him to abandon his 
plan to put California under an English 
protectorate. Alvarado made Monterey the 
capital, in defiance of the Decree of Mexico; 
so Los Angeles revolted once more against 
Alvarado, in May, 1837 and Southern Calli- 
fornia in arms confronted Alvarado at San 
Fernando. 


Peace was patched up, but new trouble 


ensued when Jose A. Carillo of Los Angeles, 
California Congressman, got Mexico to ap- 
point his brother Carlos Carillo as acting 
Governor, with right to locate the capital 
where he saw fit. Los Angeles gave Carlos 
a grand reception, which so tickled him that 
he made it the Capital of California; and 
on December 6, 1837, he was inaugurated in 
our city ag the lawful Governor of Califor- 
nia. Alvarado again defied Mexico by re 
fusing to recognize Carillo as Governor, and 
sent down a force under his crony Castro, 
which defeated the Southern Californians in 
early 1838 and forced Carillo to resign the 
Governorship. 

Conscious of his guilt as a rebel against 
Mexico, Alvarado feared the southerners; 
so on May 20, 1838, this tyrant summarily 
arrested Pio Pico, Jose A. Carillo and others, 
and had them confined under guard at Sono- 
ma, where they were harshly treated. In 
August, Mexico appointed Alvarado as Pro- 
visional Governor; and California’s right to 
name its own Governor was recognized. A 
list of three names was sent to Mexico by 
Alvarado, naming first himself, second Cas- 
tro, and third Pio Pico—from which Alvara- 
do was duly appointed by Mexico as regular 
Governor, on August 7, 1839-——a strange re- 
ward for such a persistent rebel against the 
Mexican government. 

In 1833, Governor Figueroa had begun to 
secularize the missions; and by the end of 
1835,.over fifteen missions had been freed 
from the padre’s rule, only five of them be- 
ing undisturbed—the secularized missions 
being placed under. various commissioners, 
who were not content with being very high- 
ly paid, but soon used their powers to des- 
poil tho missions of their livestock, 
erty, etc—the which made this a desirable 
politial graft, whose shameful perquisites 
were shared in by the native politicians all 
over California, Juan Bandini excepted. The 
missions were fast being destroyed, so Al- 
varado now appointed Hartnell as Mission

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Feats in the Younger 
Years of Winfield Scott, 
and the Frustrating 
Hand of Destiny

LL glory to Hernando Cortes, the Great 
Captain, yet his conquest of Mexico 
was not daring, more shot through with 
courage and sheer genius, than Winfield 
Scott's climb from Vera Cruz to the valley 
that glittered like a jewel amid the volcan- 
ic peaks eight thousand feet above. 


Capturing the supposedly impregnable 
port, guarded by the frowning guns of San 
Juan de Ulua, Scott led an ill-equipped army 
of twelve thousand effectives against a popu- 
lation of seven millions, not the naked sav- 
ages of Montezuma, ignorant of firearms 
and weakened by their superstitious awe 


of the Fair God, but a warrior people that — 


‘had filled the world with loud boasts of mili- 
tary superiority. 

Up through grim mountain gorges the bold 
leader marched, every pass a natural for- 
tress; worming his painful way across 
chasms and through spiked chaparral for 
brilliant flank attacks; crushing superior 
numbers at Cerro Gordo by fierce frontal as- 
saults; driving the enemy from stronghold 

after stronghold; and entering Puebla, the 


City of the Angels, in a high pride that took 


no account of rags and bare feet. 


<A halt, an offer of the olive branch, and 

then that last fearless dash into the valley 
where towering Chapultepec looked down on 
an army of thirty thousand, crouched behind 
strong fortifications, 

“Scott is lost!” cried the Duke of Welling- 
ton, turning away from his map. “He can 
not capture the city and he can not fall 
back on his base.” 

On plunged the Americans, adoring their 
leader, trusting him blindly; wading marsh- 
es that menacing fortresses might be 
turned; crawling across great lava beds in 
nights of storm; fighting hand to hand in 
the fierce struggles for breastworks; charg- 
ing like tigers up the steep slope of Chap- 
ultepec, shot pouring down from above, 
mines beneath their feet; racing along nar- 
row, gun-ewept causeways to beat down 
the gates of the city; and treading the an- 
cient aztec capital as conquerors just sev- 
en months after the landing at Vera Cruz. 


A tremendous achievement, rich in hon- 
or and glory, yet shamed in history by a 
series of those sinister fatalities that 
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Scott’s bugles sounded and a great cheer shook the ranks as the men set forth for “a party in the halls of the Montezumas.” 


seemed to pursue Winfield Scott througi- 
out his life. 

Much has been made of the Admirable 
Crichton because he could speak many lan- 
guages, compose brilliant verse, argue down 
learned men, and handle a sword with the 
best. These things were only a few of 
Scott’s accomplishments. 

There was nothing that he could not do, 
from treading a measure to winning a war; 
from basting a fowl to writing a book. Six 
feet five inches tall, and strikingly hand- 
some after the Olympian manner, more 
courtly than Lord Chesterfield, a Hannibal 
in strategy, as profound a diplomat as Tal- 
leyrand, as much the chevalier sans peur et 
sans reproche as Bayard, Winfield Scott 
seemed born to dominate his day, taking un- 
to himself any honor that met his fancy. 

It was, however, as though the fates re- 
pented their favors in the very hour of be- 
stowal and doomed him to defeat in every 
dear wish of his hear’. In the course of a 
heroic career that stretched from 1812 to 
1866. enmity and intrigue mocked hi» \mbil- 
tions; three times he was turned back from 
the Presidency by men vastly his inferior 
in every respect; and the one consolation 
permitted him was to live and die a gentle- 
man. 

The battles of Chippewa and lLundy’s 
Lane were two of the three land engage 
ments that saved America from utter humil- 
lation In the War of 1812. Young Scott was 
the hero of both. And he wore the stars of 
a major-general at twenty-eight. 

The Black Hawk War left many fester- 
ing bitternesses, but Scott's imperial pres- 
ence awed Sacs, Foxes and Winnebagoes 
into submission, even as his justice won 
their friendship. When he awarded a medal 
to some chief, it was with an air that gave 
each savage a sense of ineffable favor and 
amazing honor. 


The Seminole war of 1836 seemed an op 
portunity for new fiory, but it was Scott's 
misfortune to have quarreled with Andrew 
Jackson nineteen years before, Old Hick- 
ory was never one to forget, and before 
Scott could launch his campaign the Presk 
dent removed him for no better reason than 
the peevish whine of a subordinate. A 
court of inquiry cleared Scott completely, 
but the great chance was lost. 

By every rule of fitness he should have 
been the Whig candidate for President in 
1840, but the politicians feared his independ- 
ence and high morality, and more than this, 
a thinking campaign was not wanted. Sim- 
ple old William Henry Harrison was nomi- 


nated, hard cider put on tap in the open 
streets, and the whole nation dragged into 
a drunken orgy. 

So we come to the spring of 1846 when 
the country roared its enthusiasm over Palo 
Alto and Resaca de la Palma where blunder- 
ing Zachary Taylor had been fortunate 
enough to meet superior incompetency. It 
was not Old Rough and Ready that the Dem- 
ocrats feared, however, for he was looked on 
merely as a backwoodsman remote from 
politics. Scott was their bugbear. 


Already the Whig leaders had decided 
upon him as their candidate in 1848, and 
Polk shivered at the thought of giving a 
rival any chance of glory. Scott’s request 
to lead an expedition to Vera Cruz was con- 
temptuously refused, and skilled wits set 
about the business of reducing him in public 
estimation. 

Slowly, subtly, his grand air was made to 
seem mere strutting, his dignity attacked 
as pompousness, his courtesy and eleganceg 
derided as conceit and affectation, and in a 
little while a giggling public joined in call- 
ing him “Old Fuss and Feathers.” 


When he prepared careful plans of cam- 
paign, he was a “book soldier,” “an old 
granny,” and if he showed resentment at 
these constant attacks, it was disloyalty and 
insubordination. The Democrats made a 
thorough job of it, so complete in fact, that 
the Whigs abandoned him as a candidate, 
and even his friends began to edge away. 

In November, however, the elections went 
against the Democrats; Taylor, by turns 
sulky and domineering, dawdled in Monte- 
rey, doing nothing, and Polk and his advis- 
ers came to the sad realization that the war 
must be pushed and brought to an end if 
Democratic disaster was to be, averted. 

Necessarily, Scott’s intelligent suggestion 
of an attack upon Vera Cruz had to be 
adopted and after a feverish survey of the 
entire field, Scott himself had to be put in 
command. However, there was the com- 
forting conviction that he had been “killed 
off” as a Presidential possibility, and the 
hope that he might dim the glory of Old 
Rough and Ready, a candidate for the Whig 
nomination. 

Free at last from the cords of the Lilli- 
putians, Scott moved with speed and pre- 
cision, and after well-nigh insuperable ob- 
stacles in the matter of transportation, sup- 
plies and munitions, came before Vera Cruz 
on March fifth with ten thousand men. 

There was no time for a siege, as the sea- 
son of the dread vomito was at hand, nor 
was there any large hope of success from 


an attack by sea. At dawn on the ninth, 
therefore, Scott began the work of landing 
his men at a point three miles from the city, 
and by midnight all were on shore without a 
single fatality. 

Working under cover of darkness, heavy 
batteries were swung into position, and 
when a demand for surrender was refused 
on the twenty-second, bombardment began. 
For four days and nights a rain of lead beat 
down on San Juan de Ulua and the city, and 
at the end the white flag flew ‘. ‘m the bat- 
tlementa., 

Now Scott was indeed betwi-. the devil 
and the deep sea. To stay in Vera Cruz was 
to have his men die like files from yellow 
fever, but to penetrate the heart of the 
country seemed no less certain death. The 
bold way was ever Scott’s way, and with 
one of his imperial gestures, he flung his de- 
flance at the mountain wall, and on April 
twelfth set out to follow the footsteps of 
Cortes. 

As the hot coastal plain fell behind, the 
Americans walked through scenes of ever- 
changing beauty, gay as larks. But at Cerro 
Gordo, there fell a heavy silence. On one 
side of the road were frowning precipices, 
on the other yawning chasms, and from the 
summits of two towering hills—La Atalaya 
and El Telegrafo—Santa Anna and an army 
of sixteen thousand commanded every ap- 
proach. 

Scott gave them back their confidence. As 
huge and granitelike as the mountains 
about him, he studied his plan of battle as 
though it were no more than a chess prob- 
lem, finally deciding that the one chance 
was to turn Santa Anna’s left and gain the 
Mexican rear. 

The Dictator had not troubled to guard 
this approach, insisting that not even a goat 
could reach him from that direction, but 
Capt. Robert B. Lee and his engineers, 
scrambling through the night, found a way. 
On the seventeenth a whirlwind attack car- 
ried La Atalaya, and at dawn on the morn- 


‘ing of the eighteenth, Scott ordered a charge — 


against the height of Hl Telegrafo. 

There were only a handful of Americans 
(scarce three hundred in that first stagger- 
ing, exhausted detachment,) and facing 
them were batteries and two thousand cav- 
alry, but with reckless fury they leaped to 
the combat, bayonets leveled, waking the 
echoes with their yells. 

The very madness of the thing was its 
success. Convinced that an army must be 
following, cowardly Santa Anna fled for his

California, “ With which, this opera-bouffe 
warfare came to an end, to the great relief 
of all concerned, whose nerves were quite 
on edge, with this thunderous if bloodless 
two days’ cannonading. 


Pico, Last Mexican Governor of 


California 
February 22, 1845. Deserted by his Ameri- 
can allies, Governor Micheltorena at 


once surrendered to his adversaries, and 
signed at San Fernando, on February 22, 
1845, a treaty by which he gave up the Gov- 
ernorship, recognized Pio Pico as Governor 
and Castro as Comandante-General of Cali- 
fornia, and agreed to leave California for 
Mexico—which last he did, a month later. 
And thus Pico became Governor of Califor- 
nia for the third time, albeitvirregularly. 
Under Pico, who was no friend to the mis- 
sions, their ruin was finally completed. In 
1843, Governor Micheltorena had returned 
twelve missions to mission management, 
one-eighth of their produce to be turned 


_ into the California treasury; and Mexico 


| 
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had ordered that the padres be allowed the 
control of these missions—and this was one 
of the real reasons why the-California poli- 
ticlans wanted to get rid of Micheltorena. 
By February, 1844, nine of the Franciscan 
missions were reported as destroyed and 
their Indians scattered: two others were 
wholly abandoned, and two fairly furnished. 
That August, the California Legislature vot- 
ed to lease, pawn, or sell the missions, os- 
tensibly to secure military funds, in case 
Mexico should go, to war with the United 
States; but no action was taken, due to 
the above order from Mexico. Nevertheless, 
on May 23, 1845, Governor Pico deliberate- 
-ly disobeyed said order, by issuing a decree 
ordering that the missions should be taken 
away from the padres, and disposed of; and 
on October 28, he ordered that five aban- 
doned missions be sold at public auction, al- 
so four other missions still tenanted by the 
padres, reserving only the churches and 
rectories—the other ten missions to be rent- 
ed for nine years, to the highest bidder. 

On March 30, 1846, Pico issued a decree 
that all the missions except five were to be 
sold—and thus they passed into the posses- 
sion of private persons forever, Under San- 
ta Anna, Mexico had seized wpon The Pious 
Fund; and thus before the American Con- 
quest of California, the whole mission sys- 
tem lay in utter ruins. 


With that chronic rebel, Castro, command- 
er of the soldiers in California, who was 
planning a new revolt—this time against 
Governor Pico—the Governor had constant 
trouble; and only the American seizure of 
California prevented a new rebellion by the 
insubordinate and ambitious Castro, who 
acted and issued unlawful orders as if he 
was the actual Governor of Northern Call- 
fornia. Indeed, he very nearly involved 
California in premature warfare with the 
United States, by his aggressive and need- 
less action regarding Fremont, ‘and the or- 
der (of Castro) that the American emt 
grants—now pouring into California over 
the Sierras—should instantly leave Califor- 
nia. 

Only the Governor could issue such fatal 
orders—which led directly to the Bear Flag 
rebellion by the Americans; so Pico de- 
manded that Castro should refrain from 
taking such important steps, gave with his 
consent. As Castro still defied him, Govern- 
or Pico gathered a force at Los Angeles, to 
suppress Castro and stop his usurpation of 
the civil power of governorship in Northern 
California. Castro again defied him, and 
had installed a military junta at Monterey 
in April, which was denounced by Governor 
Pico, who now called for a General Coun- 
cil of California’s towns. Castro reviled 
said Council; and on June §&, he pro- 
claimed martial law in California—which 
the Governor alone could lawfully do. 


On June 16, 1846, Governor Pico and his 
army marched to Santa Barbara, where a 
week later he heard that the Bear Flag par- 
ty had seized Sonoma and imprisoned Gen- 
eral Vallejo. The storm clouds of real 
war were now gathering, black and grim, 
over doomed California; so Pico agreed to 
meet Castro at Santa Margarita Rancho, 
just north of San Luis Obispo. And it was 
there that Pico heard from Castro on July 
11, that Commodore Sloat had hoisted the 
United States flag over Monterey on July 
7, and had formerly taken possession of 
California in the name of our nation, Unit- 
ing their forces, Pico and Castro retreated 
southward to Los Angeles, arriving here on 
July 24, 1846. 

‘By this time, Los Angeles was fairly 
standing on its head with wild and turbu- 
lent excitement, Our city being the capl- 
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erally; and ealiing on the Californians toa 
rise masse, and resist the American itm- 
vaders. But the natives had heard the cry 
of “Wolf! Wolf!” so often, during the Call- 
fornia revolutions of the past fifteen years, 
that no one could get a rise out of them, 
now, Pico published fiery proclamations,

The Legislature had spent a week in 
grasping at an elusive Hibernian straw, in 
the form of an Irish priest named McNam- 
ara, who had presented a grand plan—only 
an Irishman could have done so, with a 
straight face, at this critical juncture—by 


which he as agent for an English coloni- , 


zation Company agreed to land and plant 
in California 10,000 Catholic Irish emi- 
grants upon the land grant of 27,000 square 
miles in California that this company coolly 
asked California to give it—artfully insin- 
uuating that England might be induced to 
interfere in California and upset the annex- 
ation plans of the United States in Califor- 
nia, if an English company had such a vast 
interest in its final fate. 

McNamara is said to have been only the 
agent of some London speculators, but he 
had enough official British backing to get 
an audience in Mexico City with the Mexi- 
can government, which officially approved of 
his plan, and recommended it to the Califor- 
nia officials; and the British admiral on 
Mexico’s Pacific Coast sent an English man- 
of-war to carry McNamara to Santa Bar 
bara where he met Pico, who is said to 
have thought of giving California over to an 
English protectorate. 


The Legislature gasped at this demand 
for a land grant of arable land, 270 miles 
long by 100 miles wide—about one-third of 
the arable area of all California; but, after 
refusing to grant any of the coastal area, it 
finally gave McNamara’s company a deed 
for this enormous grant, which comprised a 
large part of the San Joaquin Valley, then 
inhabited only by wild Indian tribes. How- 
ever, as this deed was not officially signed 
until some days after Sloat had raised our 
flag over and claimed California, this docu- 
ment was not worth the paper it was writ- 
ten upon. 

During all of Los Angeles’ subsequent 
troubles and rebellions of 1846-47, Pico was 
absent from this his home town; but in 
July, 1848, he came back to Los Angeles, and 
Colonel Stevenson, commanding the Ameri- 
can. troops in our city, wrote to Governor 
Mason that Pico was here again, pretending 
to still be Governor of California—and what 
was to be done with this stormy petrel of 
politics? Pico wrote a cordial letter to Ma- 
son, offering “as the Mexican Governor of 
this territory” to do his best to establish an 
entente cordiale between the Americans and 


Californians. In this, he meant well; but. 


Mason misconstrued his kindly intent; so 
he sent orders to Colonel Stevenson to ar- 
Test and lock up this luckless ex-Governor. 
However, the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo 
had been ratified, over two months before 
this; and some days after Don Pio’s impris- 
onment, word came to California of its rati- 
fication, so he was released from durance 
vile, on explaining that no offence or evil 
intent was meant by him. 2 


Years later, this famous Angeleno died, 
devoid of means, but loved by his friends, 
and pitied by even his erstwhile enemies, 
‘Withal, he was a complex character, blent 
of both good and evil, like most of us men; 
yet a pathetic historical figure, as the last 
Mexican governor of California. Our Pico 
street is named after him. } 


Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo Signed | 


February 2, 1848. In August, 1847, after 
the Battle of Contreras and Churubusco in 
the Valley of Mexico, an armistice was 
agreed upon, and negotiations for peace 
were begun by the Mexican Commissioners 
and N. P. Trist, delegated by President 
Polk to represent the United States. By 
orders of Président Santa Anna, the former 
rejected the boundaries demanded by the 
proposals of Trist; so the armistice ended, 
hostilities were resumed, and the American 
Army won the Battle of Molino del Rey on 
Septentber 8, 1847. Mexico City was 
stormed, and on September 14 our flag was 
hoisted. over the palace there. Two days 
after the capital of Mexico had fallen, San- 
ta Anna resigned as President; while the 
Mexican national guard left its colors, and 


went home by whole regiments at a time, | 


in disgust with their own chiefs. Mexico 
was helpless before General Scott’s army of 
30,000 men at Vera Cruz and Mexico City. 

In November, President Anaya appoint- 
ed commissioners to treat for peace with 
Trist, even though President Polk had can- 
celed Trist’s power to treat, and had or- 


~ 


ico; and to hit its procrastirating  poll- 
ticians in .neir vital spot-—their Dockets— 
on December 13, he ordered that all internal 


taxes were to be handed over to our army 


there for its maintenance, thus cutting off 
the salaries of Mexican officials, 


This pocket-pressure on its politicians was 
speedily effective, especially as Scott next 
month demanded nearly $3,000,000 as 
Mexico’s contribution to our army for the 
year 1848. Our army had at once set up 
newspapers of its own, in all the big Mexi- 
can towns and cities that it occupied; and 
these journals conduced to incline the pop- 
ulace to peace, by this novel use of the pow- 
er of the pen plus the sword. 


The Mexican Congress assembled in Jan- 
uary 1848, and found that Mexico was ut- 
terly unable to carry on the war any long- 
er, 80 peace negotiations were resumed; and 
finally, on February 2, 1848, a treaty of 
peace was signed at Guadalupe Hidalgo by 
the Mexican commissioners and Mr. Trist, 
which was much like the one rejected by 
Santa Anna in August, 1847. This treaty 
was duly ratified by the United States Sen- 
ate, with certain amendments; President 
Polk signed it on March 10, 1848; and Con- 
gress agreed to it on May 25, 1848, Our 
commissioners brought it to Mexico, which 
refused to ratify this amended treaty, un- 
til our commissioners signed a protocol, 
containing explanations of the amendments, 
and an assurance that no vital changes had 
been made in it. Whereupoh Mexico ac- 
cepted it; and the war was thus officially at 
an end. In June, 1848, our armies evacuated 
Mexico City and soon left Mexico, whilst 
our navy raised its blockade of the Mexi- 
can ports. 

Including all items, save pensions, the 
Mexican War cost our;country $130,000,000 
—a huge sum for those days, but a mere 
nothing compared to the immense territory 
that was acquired under the terms of this 
treaty—a vast area equal in extent to six- 
teen States the size of lowa. In 1922, the 
national wealth of this same region, for 
which we paid Mexico $15,000,000. equaled 
about $22,000,000,000; and allowing its actu- 
al value in 1848 to be half a billion dollars, 
the value has increased, thanks to American 
enterprise, some 4400 per cent in the eighty 
years since we acquired it, an increase in 
value of over 56 per cent a year—which is 
a world record. 


The official news of Mexico's final ratifica- 
tion of this treaty—upon which hung Calli- 
fornia’s whole future fate—reached Gover- 
nor Mason at Monterey on August 6, 1848; 
and soon the glorious news was spread to 
the rejoicing Americans throughout Califor- 
nia. A grand celebration was held in San 
Francisco, now almost wholly an American 
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t levied a mili- nia henceforth belonged to our own nation: 


Steamship California Reaches 
California 

February 28, 1849. Whilst we were at 
war with Mexico, our Congress appropriated 
money in 1847 for a semimonthly mail serv- 
ice to Panama, and a monthly mail from 
Panama to Oregon via San Francisco—as 
there then were no stage or railroad lines 
to the Pacific Coast by land. Five steamers 
were needed for this Atlantic service, and 
three for that in the Pacific; but steam navi- 
gation on the ocean was still such an infant 


that Aspinwall, who organized the Pacific 


Mail Steamship Company in April 1848 to 
furnish the said mail service, had to build 
for it three side wheel steamers—the Call- 
fornia, the Oregon and the Panama, of about 
1000 tons each, which were to run between 
New York and San Francisco. 

The California was the first one in shape 
for this epochal voyage; and on October 6, 
1848 it sailed from New York, before the 
gold rush began. Governor Mason's report 
about the recently discovered gold mines in 
California, and the gold he sent with it ar- 
rived in Washington, as published in the 
President’s message to Congress in Decem- 
ber, 1848—news that created great excite- 
ment, and started the gold rush. Mean- 
while, the California rounded South Amer!t- 
ca, picked up fifty. passengers on its West 
Coast, and arrived on January 30, 1849, at 
Panama, where it found a big crowd of 
Americans who had come by sea to Cha- 
gres, en route to the gold fields. The Cali- 
fornia was fitted up for only 100 passen- 
gers, and it had fifty aboard already, yet as 
the newcomers were 80 crazy to get to Cali- 
fornia that they now paid even $100 


for steerage passage from Panama to San — 


Francisco, wooden bunks were set up in 
her for the several hundred passengers she 
took aboard, crowding her so badly that all 
were uncomfortable. To make matters 
worse, the extra food she had to buy at Pan- 
ama was so bad that everyone complained 
of it, In the month’s trip she made of it 
to San Francisco. 

Great was the excitement in San Francis- 
co when she wag sighted off Point Lobos; 
and as she steamed up the bay past our 
naval squadron under Commodore Jones— 
who in 1842 had prematurely annexed Cali- 
fornia—he gave a noble welcome to this 
famous first steamer, by giving her broad- 
side salutes from hig flag-bedecked warships, 
whose yards were manned with cheering 
blue jackets. Their hearty hurrahs were 
echoed by those aboard the California, and 
by the crowds ashore that covered Tele 
graph Hill and the shore. Under her own 
steam, she had rounded South America and 
reached California—the first mercantile 
steamer to do so; 80, great honor was hers!

Many rural community radio receivers 
have several sets of ear phones attached, 
a plan particularly helpful in the case of 
persous whose hearing is so good as tu 
make enjoyment of programs over the loud 
speaker difficult. The loud speaker, how- 
ever, offers by far the best method. Many 
arrangements are in use by which the phon- 
ograph sound box may be utilized and in 
others even the sound board of the piano 
can be used.

to be broken. Rain or shine, however, the 
show itself is comfortably housed under 
acres of roof. 
_ The exhibits are practically ready for 
opening and the decorations are completed. 
Most of the feature exhibits have been com- 
pleted, and the rack displays of fruit are 
being filled. 

One of the most noteworthy improvements 
to be seen this year is a new building 
200x100 feet in size adjoining the main 
building, in which will be housed the de- 
partment of citrus education, the by-prod- 
ucts department and the model packing 
plant, which has always been a feature. 
These three departments were formerly in 
the fruit section, and their removal to the 
new wing provides more room for feature 
exhibits, more rack displays for fruit and 
more room for the public to move about. 


The following are the communities and 


organizations maintaining feature exhibits 
at the eighteenth show: 

Orange county, Los Angeles county, Ven- 
tura county, Pacific Electric Railway, Sac- 
ramento, San Jacinto Chamber of Commerce 
and Ramona Pageant joint exhibit, River- 
side, Redlands, Hemet, Pomona, Colton, Co- 
rona, Pasadena, Ontario, Cucamonga, Up- 
land, Santa Monica. 

Among the rack displays will be found a 


joint fruit entry by growers and organiza- 
tions in Riverside county, Imperial county, 
San Diego county, Fontana, Etiwanda, Cu- 
camonga, Upland, Redlands, Lindsay, Por- 
terville, San Fernando Valley, Rialto, Glen- 
dora, Corona, Highgrove and many other 
points in the citrus belt. The greatest in- 
terest on the part of the growers centers 
in the contest for the honor of world’s 
champion orange grower. Each grower in 
this class enters but one box of fruit. The 
grower of the winning box of fruit will be 
awarded the championship title, as well as 
a diamond-studded solid gold medal. The 
decision will be made Frday of this week, 
and Gov. Young will present to the winner 
tlie very handsome medal. 

An immense tent, which the show has 

had to add this year because of lack of 
room, is entirely filled with heavy machin- 
ery, trucks, tractors and orchard machinery. 
It is declared that the eighteenth show is 
more properly a citrus growers’ show than 
any of those that have gone on in the past, 
and this is emphasized in the great exhibit 
of tools used in the citrus industry. 
. Every school in Southern California hav- 
ing an agricultural course has been invit- 
ed by the orange show management to par- 
ticipate in the junior citrus judging con- 
test. The contest ts divided into two class- 
es, the first group including all students 
who have had more than one year of agri- 
cultural training, the second comprising 
those agricultural pupils with less than one 
year’s instruction in this line. Packed box- 
es of oranges, lemons and, grapefruit will 
be judged by the contestants, on Saturday, 
February 18. 

Special days have been assigned many 
communities, ard there is something of in- 


and ‘Thursday and the “housewives’' mati- 
nees” on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Fridays — 
at 3:30 p. m. are features always welcomed 
on the farms in this station's territory.

youngsters. But she overcame her isolation 
and the handicap of poverty by buying an 
inexpensive radio set. Then the children 
could hear the best in music, the finest 
talks and other entertainment and instrue- 
tion. This mother actually copied down the 
recitations and readings given over the air 
by children. She studied the inflections of 
voice taught these children by expeusive 
teachers. Then she taught her own. 


PRACTICAL TALKS .

-Many persons look forward to Father 
Rickard’s sunspot weather forecasts given 
over KFI (640 kilocycles, 468.5 meters) each | 
Sunday night at 7:30 with the week's fore- 
cast finding them valuable in combination 
with the daily weather reports. 

KQW in San Jose, (1010 kilocycles, or 
296.9 meters) offers considerable radio data 
for the farmer. In addition to its daily and 
Sunday musical programs, there are other 
features especially adapted for farm needs. 

For instance, from Monday to Friday, in- 
clusive, there is the 3.30 p. m. hour given 
by the San Jose Teachers’ College. Then 
at 6 o'clock the “Aunt Sammy talk comes 
on the air, followed by the Department of 
Agriculture flash news at 6.30, the farm ra- 
dio school ten minutes later, the farmer's 
exchange at 6.50 and California Farm bu- 
reau news at seven o'clock.

It is provided that in the event the 
farmer is right and the pump its not per- 
forming correctly, the manufacturer shalt 
stand the cost of the test and will either 


have the pump put into condition, replace. 


it, or remove it, returning all meney which 
has teen paid by the farmer to him. In the 
event the farmer is in error, and the pump 
is performing according to the seller’s state- 
ments, the buyer pays the bill and keeps 
the pump. 

This contract has made it necessary to 
draw up a standard code to be used for 
testing, and the Pacific Hydraulic Engineer- 
ing Association has looked after this. 
Neither guarantee nor test code, would be 
of much value, of course, unless the farmer 
could obtain the services of a competent 
and dependable testing engineer, and in ord- 
er to meet this need an accredited list of 
testing engineers will be available to the 
farmer either through the manufacturing 
organization, or the Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion. 

J. P. Fairbanks, extension specialist in 
egricultural engineering, and a member of 
the American Association of Agricultural 
Engineers, reeently stated that he thought 
this was the most important piece of work 
accomplished by agricultural engineers in 
recent years. He said that the contract 
would not only be beneficial to irrigation- 
ists, but that it would be extremely helpful 
to pump manufacturers and sales agencies. 
He predicted the drafting of similar instru- 
ments covering relationships between buy- 
ers and sellers in other phrases of farming.

Spray for Pests Now 

February is the month to control red ber- 
ry, cane blight, leaf spot, and other berry 
diseases, according to the Los Angeles coun- 
ty farm adviser. Himalaya blackberries are 
subject to red berry condition all over Cali- 
fornia. This condition can be recognized by 
a very characteristic appearance. Some of 
the drupelets remain red and hard, and ber- 
ries refuse to ripen, rendering them nonsal- 
able. The trouble is caused by the black- 
berry mite which attacks the drupelets of the 
berries shortly after the flower opens. Con- 
trol is lime sulphur spray during February 
or early March, one gallon to fifteen gal- 
lons of water. This spray will also partly 
control rose scale, although this will not be 
a serious menace if berries are pruned 
regularly and consistently. 


Fertilizer Bulletin 
Over $5,000,000 worth of commercial 
fertilizers were purchased by California 
growers during 1927, according to a 
report just issued by the State Department 
of Agriculture. Half of this amount was 
spent during the first three months of the 
year. To explain the value of commercial 
fertilizers and other soil amendments used 
in California, the division of chemistry of 
the State Department of Agriculture will!

tion; Joe Cox, who is associated with 
a commercial pump company at Los Ange- 
les; FE. P. MeMurty, president, Western Ir- 
rigation Equipment Association; R. M. Shur- 
mah, San Francisco, and C. F. Zimansky, 
San Francisco, representing pump nufac- 
turing companies. This committee worked 
for several months, endeavoring to prepare 
a contract which would fully cover all sit- 
uations arising in the purchase and opera- 
tion of deep well pumps, which would be 
fair to both buyer and seller, affording to 
each the protection to which he is entitled, 
and which could be readily understood by 
the average buyer reading it. 


When the farmers of California buy. deep 
well pumps from now on, the committee 
points out, they will have to be familiar 
with but one form of contract. The com- 
mitteemen started with the premise that a 
correct understanding by the seller of the 
cor ditions to be met, and by the purchaser of 
what a pump would do, was essential to 
the right selection by the latter. 

In 1925, a survey showed approximately 
40,000 pumping plants, driven by electricity, 
delivering water for irrigation in California. 
This pumping load amounted to 713,000,000 
KWH, or 955,000,000 horsepower hours. 
Thus the cost to the farmer for electric 
power alone was over $11,000,000. Costs for 
the thousands of plants using various types 
of gas engines are not available. It can be 
seen, however, that efficiency of operation 
and satisfactory performance of pumps 
mean much to the success of California agri- 
culture, 

LOW EFFICIENCY CAUSES 


A recent tabulation of 300 tests, made by- 
R. H, Cates, testing engineer for the South- 
ern California Edison Company, showed 
that when all pumps were considered, irre- 
spective of types, sizes, and location, they. 
developed approximately an average efficien- 
cy of 53 per cent. Sixty-two plants out of 
the 200, were leas than 40 per cent efficient, 
while twenty-eight were less than 30 per 
cent, and eight less than 20 per cent e flic- 
jent. 

Low efficiency in pumping plants is gen- 
erally due to the pump not being suited to 
the well, or due to its poor mechanical con- 
dition. When a pump is unsuited to the 
conditions, it may be the result of a low- 
ered water table, or excessive wear. Fre- 
quently, poor selection of equipment, be- 
cause of misunderstanding when the pump 
was first sold, has caused dissatisfaction. 

When all pump salesmen use the same 
guarantee employing the same units and 
terms, the chances for such misunderstand- 
ing will be minimized, as such a standard 
guarantee will be understood by all te mean 
the rame thing. In covering this phase of 
the agreement the committee secured the 
co-operation of the Pacific Hydraulic Enegli- 
neering Association, which is composed of 
pump manufacturers in California: the 
Western Irrigation Equipment Association, 
composed of manufacturers and dealers of 
pump machinery, and representatives of al- 
lied industries, and the Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration. 

NO ISSUES DODGED 


One of the outstanding provisions of the 
contract is that the seller of an electrically 
operated deep well pump must state in 
definite figures the power required at the 
electric meter to deliver a definite quantity 
of water at a corresponding definite lift for 
at least four different conditions of water 
level. There are no illusive terms of effici- 
ency or loose expressions for head. The 
amount of water in gallons per minute, the 
power in horse power and the actual dis- 
tance the water is raised, are the three defi- 
nite terms used in the performance guaran- 
tee The contract agreement covers any 
kind of deep well turbine installation, how- 
ever operated. 

Another paragraph provides for a test in 
the event the purchaser feels that the pump 
is not performing up to the guarantee. This 
paragraph also states at the time of the 
purchase of the pump, and not at a later 
date when both parties to the deal may be 
in a bad humor, what the cost of the test
